DETROIT (AP) — The United 
Auto Work ers Union has .singled! 
out Chrysler Corp. as its No. 1 
strik e target in efforts to secure 
new contracts for the nation’s 
half-million auto plant work ers. 
UAW President Walter Reu- 
ther told newsmen Wednesday 
night that the u’alk out at Chrys­ 
ler would begin at IO a.m. Sept. 
9 if no settlement is forthcoming 
by that time. 
Reuther said Chrysler, Gener­ 
al Motors and Ford — the auto 
industry’s Big Three — all had 
adopted a “narrow, selfish atti­ 
tude” in negotiations and are 
denying work ers their fair share 
of record break ing profits. 
The union’s contracts with all 
three firms expire Monday, but 
Reuther said the strik e deadline 
was set beyond Labor Day to 
allow sev eral extra days at the 
bargaining table in efforts to 
av oid a walk out. 
President Johnson is expected 
to open his campaign in De­ 
troit's Cadillac Square on Labor 
Day.

But Ohio members will ease 
up on picketing and demonstra­ 
tions, leaders said Wednesday. 
The decision to cut down the 
demonstrations came at the sug­ 
gestion of Oren Lee Staley, the 
NFO’* 
national 
president 
in 
Iowa. 
Ohio members will continue 
to withhold their cattle and at 
the same time keep up their 
observation of livestock m ar­ 
kets 
to determine cattle re­ 
ceipts. 
William L. Davis of MI Ster­ 
ling. Route I, assistant national 
organizational director for the 
NFO in this area, pointed out 
that 
the demonstrations 
that 
have taken place in Ohio in the 
last few days were not arranged 
by the national office. 
He said NFO leaders seemed 
concerned that continued picket­ 
ing and demonstrations would 
result in violence. 
“ Farmers in their local com 
aminities.’’ he said, “want to 
fend out whether farmer cooper­ 
ative associations and privately 
owned sales yards are in sym­ 
pathy with the farmers receiv­ 
ing a better price, or if they 
are working for the processors 
Farmers are now able to make 
their own decisions.” 
The NFO campaign is design­ 
ed to win a guaranteed price 
for cattle from the processors. 
Producers then would sell at the 
guaranteed price or at the m ar­ 
ket price, whichever is higher. 
The 
market 
itself 
showed 
aotne fluctuations rn prices and 
was not as high ax NFO mem­ 
bers had hoped they would be at 
this period of the campaign. 
Yesterday, hogs at 85 central 
anti western Ohio markets had 
receipts of 5,800. down from the 
6.200 of Tuesday, and selling at 
50 cents to $1 lower, mostly 75 
cents off on butcher hogs. Cat­ 
tle prices were steady rn the 
Columbus livestock area at $28 
a hundred for prime steers.

UAW President Walter Reu- 
ther told newsmen Wednesday 
night that the w'alkout at Chrys­ 
ler wmuld begin at IO a.m.

"quick recovery” shot. Patients 
will do well to rem em ber that 
it is far 
m ore tim e consuming 
for a doctor to tell you why you 
should not have an antibiotic 
than it is to give it. R e l y on 
his judgm ent. If he feels 
your 
condition needs an antibiotic, it * 
will be prescribed without your 
asking. 
Is penicillin the sam e as the 
i "m ycins” ? 
Technically they are m arked­ 
ly different in composition. Yet 
they both overlap in their ef­ 
fectiveness in the treatm ent of 
certain types of bacterial infec­ 
tions. 
Is it safe 
to 
use penicillin 
left over from a bout of illness 
that occurred e i g h t months 
ago? 
New illnesses deserve t h e i r 
own drugs. 
A simple way to 
avoid confusion about the po­ 
tency and safety of leftovers is 
to get rid of the drugs when the 
patient has recovered from that 
illness. The tem ptation of self- 
medication is thereby controll 
ed.
